BURLESON SAYS WIRE 
WORKERS CAN'T STRIKE 


Points Out They Work for Gov- 
ernment—Replies to Gom- 
pers’ Criticism. 


Ry the Associated Press 

WASHINGTON, April 28.—Post- 
master-General Burleson in a state- 
ment issued last night defended his 
administration of the Postoffice De- 
partment and his policy in operating 
Government-controlled telephone and 
telegraph systems against charges 
made by Samuel Gompers, president 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor. that the Postmaster-General was 
carving out “‘an archaic, autocratic 
policy,” and ‘‘was completely out of 
sympathy with the trend of Ameri- 
can thought.” Burleson in his state- 
ment continued his criticism of what 
he termed ‘certain selfish publish- 
ers.’’ 

The Postmaster-General said the 
“value and importance of the serv- 
ice rendered by» Mr. Samuel Gom- 
pers during the recent war was sur- 
passed by few men in America,’ and 
that the labor official ‘‘is entitled to 
our grateful appreciation for this 
service, but this does not imply that 


views on all issues.”’ 
Burleson’s Statement, 
Burleson said: 
“It is little short of silly to talk 
about collective bargaining with an 
executive officer by civil service em- 


salary and wages to be paid such
